We  warrant  our  seeds  to  be  true  to  name,  to  be  of  first  class  quality,  and  to 
reach  you  in  good  condition,  but  limit  our  warranty  in  all  cases  to  the  purchase  price  of  the 
seeds.  We  gladly  replace  free  of  charge  any  of  our  seeds  which  fail  in  the  above  respects. 

POSTAGE  PAID.  We  prepay  the  postage  quoted  in  quantities  of  2  pounds  or  less,  to  all  points 
in  the  United  States,  U.  S.  Dependencies,  and  Canada.  Where  the  words  “By  Express”  are 
used  in  quoting  larger  quantities  it  always  means  that  you  are  to  pay  the  transportation 
charges.  We  will  ship  such  items  by  express,  freight,  or  parcel  post  as  you  prefer,  but  if 
shipped  by  parcel  post  you  must  send  sufficient  money  to  prepay  the  postage.  The  table  below 
gives  the  parcel  post  rates  by  zones  and  your  postmaster  wTill  tell  you  in  which  zone  you  live 
with  respect  to  our  post-office.
